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French Students Rally 

Strike Action Voted 
By U Of M Students, 

Some 1000 University of Montreal students voted last night to 
strike in the current Duplessis crisis, 



The vote was 596 to 214. 

The less strong terra "suspen- 
sion of lectures" used at McGill 
was not mentioned. 

A 3 Va debate preceded the 
first vote. 

The students were addressed 
on the situation by the president, 
Georges Hooper, and other stu- 
dent officials. 

But most of the time was spent 
hearing opinions from the floor. 

Fiery views on both sides of the 
question were put forth. 

The most heated debate ,was 
on the question of whether, the 
proposed strike should be a limit- 
ed one-day affair, "or a strike of 
indefinite duration.

For this week's column wc have interviewed a girl in R.V.C who is 
studying here at ^fcGill under the Columbo Plan. Her name is Soeproptt 
Kascno, and she comes from Semarang, Indonesia. We asked her the follow- 
ing questions : what are you studying at McGill; what are your plans for 
the future; what made you decide to come to McGill; what 
differences do you notice between our universities and those 
of your own country; is there any one particular social 
custom such as dating we have which you would say differs 
radically from that of your country; did you .have to ra- 
dically change your wardrobe on coming to McGill; what 
do you tliink of our Canadian winters? 

Soepropti (her friends in RVC call her "In" because, 
well, "Soepropti" is too hard to say, and "In" is short for 
»Tdd "Indonesia.") is small, dark, and strikingly beautiful, and 
very western-looking in her dress and mannerisms. Here is what she told us: 
"Before I came to McGill I was studying Technology (third year) at 
Gadjah Mada University in Indonesia. So I . had not finished my study in 
my country yet when 1 received a scholarship from the Canadian Government 
\ under the Colombo Flan. (In didn't tell 'us this, but we happen to know 
from previous, conversations that she competed with fourteen men for the 
scholarship). 

"I had never heard of McGill before I came here. The Colombo Plan 
people placed me at McGill. I didn't have any idea how my new university 
would be, but my Canadian professors in Indonesia told me that McGill is 
good. And now I am glad that I am at McGill. i ^ 

"I am in third year Honours Chemistiy. After I graduate I will ' work 
: for my country. But I ain^not|itii»/'^ïin^what field I'll work — maybe 
teaching or working in a researcli^lalMÎMoity;' I have not yet decided. 

"In my country we have about seven big tmiversities and several small 
ones, if I remember well. Some of our universities follow the European sys- 
tem, and some follow a mixed European and American system. Before the 
independence of our country from the Dutch in 194} only about seven 
percent of the people attended school. (She explained that this was be- 
cause the Dutch would only allow the higher classes to attend school), 
but now about sixty per cent of our people are attending school. Every 
student in Indonesia learns English for three years in secondary school and 
three years in high school. 

"At presttit our universities do not have as many branches of study 
as you have here at McGill. Almost all the universities are young, almost 
all were built after the Independence, but we are optimistic and work hard 
for tlie development of our universities. 

"Our dating customs are very similar to those in this country. But 
. usually we do not surt until university, or the very last year of high school. 
And, she added, "wc do not stay out so late In the morning u you do here 
— we rarely stay out past one o^'dodc I think the girls here are engaged 
very young. At home the girls usually ' finish university, and are about 
twenty-two or three. 

"I am not used to the cold weather here so I had to get a completely 
new wardrobe for the winter. Our country is always warm, about eighty 
degrees, and we don't have winter. The season is dry or rainy but it is always 
warm. I never wear that heavy coat. But I think I can use my clothes which 
I brought from home for summer here. At home I wear skirts and blouses, 
but they are cotton, not wool. The older women in Indonesia wear the na' 
tional dress, but for girls going to school it is very impractical, and we wear 
it only on special occasions such as wedding parties. ' 

"I find the weather in Canada too cold, but I love the snow. I was so 
. excited the first time I saw snow. It is really beautiful. 

In closing. In added, "I think my staying here will have a lot of eX' 
perience for me. I really enjoy it"

The Lines Are Di^n^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ ; 

The Premier has said^'^^^^^^^^^the presite^^ 
for an interview. This is hai'dly surpiusing. By now we have 
become accustomed to tlie pattern at Quebec City and while, 
we do go through the formalities of democratic intercoui'se 
we do it with little hope of democratic response. Tlie niceties 
of correspondence having been satisfied however it is time 
that further action, democratic action, be taken. 

The student presidents of the six Quebec universities 
are not naive ; they expected this type of retort from M. 
Duplessis. Everyone anticipated the sequence of blunt non- 
consideration, then inconsequential acknowledgement fol- 
lowed finally by the routine answer loaded with platitudes. 
We have heard for years of the wondex'ful things that the 
Premier and his friends of the Union Nationale have done, 
their concern for the welfare of the province and their 
desire to do e^eg^ing^, that's possible. The simple. fact is 
that we are cohcemed Here with the ipreserit and the future, 
not the past, and we have strong ideas as to what consti- 
tutes the limits of the possible. These ideas the presidents 
have submitted in their brief. The problems of education 
are acute and pressing and demand instant action. Surely a 
democratic head of state could find time to see student 
leaders and exchange. views on ^a ^^ so vitally urgent. 

But this is Quebel^[l^3|^m^^^Pexpect elementary 
democratic rapport. And so tlS^^Snts must take the next 
step ,of exercising their democnrac' right of protest. We 
cannot sit back and be sold down the drain without a fight. 
The action proposed by the combined committee of presi- 
dents is that on a stated day the total student bodies of all 
the Quebec universities should strike. This one day volun- 
tary withdrawal from lectures is a solemn and serious 
gesture that is made, at some sacrifice to the students con- 
cerned. Only the uninformed would look upon this as a stu- 
dent lark or as an attempt to skip lectures ; student delinq- 
uency .from lectures .does^not need the spur of a political 
issue as university authorities well know. The strike is 
aimed directly at bringing home to the public in one con- 
certed dramatic gesture the importance of the issue and the 
strength of student feeling on the matter. 

We do not think it will be a good thing for Quebec's 
reputation that the entire student body should find it neces- 
sary to so act — we hope that enough members of the com- 
munity wilili^ome consciousi^lMiflleircumstances that 
made inevitable such necessity. McGill students have indi- 
cated in the well-run campaign of President Donolo that 
they, are behind him. We trust that today's meeting, will 
show that this is the feeling of the other campi. Justice is 
always worth fighting for. 

The Great Election Issue 

Canada is in the midst of an election campaign. Several 
serious , candidates are now stomping about the countiy 
in an effort to become Canada's next Prime Minister. The 
two top contendera are embroiled in a bitter battle, the out- 
come of which will settle once and forever (or, for the next 
four years at least) that grave issue which has recently 
blazed itself across the Canadian horizon : Who won the 
1957 Nobel Peace Prize? 

It is a generally undisputed fact that the prize was 
awarded to Hon. Lester B. Pearson. To the best of our 
knowledge, this is so. The Consei-vatives, however, while 
admitting that he was awarded tlie prize, claim that tliey 
won it. Indeed, it appears that it is an act of the utmost 
generosity that they have not as yet claimed their share of 
the $40,000. 

How should the Canadian voter decide? This is not an 
easy question to answer. It is appropriate, perhaps, that 
this matter should only be settled by the Canadian elector-, 
ate. The winning of the Nobel Peace Prize is a matter too, 
important to leâve in the hands of a body less august than 
the Canadian electorate; only it can and should decide. 
On April 1, 1958, at approximately 5 AM, we will all know 
who won the 1957 Nobel Peace Prize. 

The struggle for the Nobel Peace Prize is syinbolic of 
the futility of the endeavour which that prize represents. 
Regardless of who succeeds on March 31st, peace will still 
be a prize not yet attained. 

Algerian Algerians will still be fighting French Algei'- 
ians ; Cubans will be fighting Cubans ; Greek Cjrpriots will 
be fighting Turkish Cypriots; Indonesians will be fighting 
Indonesians; — and Canada will haye.settled the 1957 Nobel 
Peace Prize.

Public Opinion And Propaganda 



. . This observer has noticed some remarkable news- 
slanting in yesterday's edition of ^ The Gazette that 
seems to corroborate the charges heard in various 
quarters that this city's English Press is partial and not 
to be depended upon for trustworthy and unbiased 
Coverage. 

Granted that the political leanings of The Gazette 
are known to the sophisticated, there 'is still no de- 
fensible excuse for that organ to headline an LPP can- 
■ didate who is slated to run for election in the St. James 
constituency' on 'March 31 as '"Socialist* ; Candidate r- 
Plans To .Run; Here'' (on page 3). This gem' fôlow(éd 
closely upon/.Û^Kè(^s^f,\a;frqnt.page article concern- 
ing CCF leaiàa^Céiâweirs^rèmârks on the subject of 
unemployment. The connection that The Gazette wishes 
its subscribers to draw is obvious : In other words, a 
vote for the CCF is a vote for the LPP; or Socialism 
and Communism in this country are one and the same; 
or, finally, CCF = Communist. 

UNNATURAL ALLIANCE 

Anyone aware of the vagaries, of. the Canadian 
political scene knows perfectly well that the LPP is 
the Communist Party in this country and that any 
similarity between this party , and the CCF is purely 
the result of propaganda activities on the part of the 
Communist. Party, aided and abetted by the fearful 
industrial interest (the CaUioIic Church too but this is 
irrelevant for this discussion) -i/hkh is behind the press 
of this town. Of course, this is not a deliberate alliance, 
for the two groups have conflicting reasons for their 
actions : The LPP hopes that by propagating the notion 
of their connection with the CCF it will thereby glean 
some peripheral votes; the industrialists, always wary 
of any move to the "left" on the part of the Canadian 
electorate, for their part intend that the connection of 
the CCF with the appellation "communist" will scare 
the "respectable" element out of the CCF camp firmly 
into the fold of the two "older" and traditional parties. 

Elsewhere in the paper was a report on an ex- 
change between Conservative Hamilton and Mackay 
of the Liberals who arc contesting the N.D.G. seat in 
the forthcoming General Election. The report is ob- 
viously an excuse to expound at some length the virtues 
of present incumbent Hamilton for after mentiooing 
a remark that his Liberal opponent made concerning 
Hamilton, the article goes on at some length describing 
what the Conservative candidate said without further 
reference to what actually had transpired between the 
two at all. 

Throughout this present campaign, similar ex- 
amples have filled that paper; nor is the Star blameless 
in their atteinpts : to "cover", this election campaign for 
they too have v|i»|)iM|^n|the:^ have 
given the Conservatives %e benefit of the doubt when- 
ever and wherever possible.

It is no exaggeration to state that implications far 
more important than the mere slanting of news in the 
;r picayune matters which abound during a general 
' election campaign are at stake. 

MASS SOCIETY 

Here we have a case of a mass audience which is 
a captive one; and this is no loosely worded invective 
for we are not using the term "mass" in any other 
sense but the sociological. In other words, with modern 
technological advance and the increasing and now 
prohibitive cost of competing in the field of the com- 
munication media, the old liberal-democratic folk-lore 
of a community of publics which by virtue of number 
and size could actually enter into the interchange of 
desires and wants in society has lost all validity. In 
short, the community has no means by which it can 
counter-act or refute the pap that is being handed to 
them in the guise of news. 

This is not to imply that there is a conscious 
"plot" on the part of the newspapers to subvert what- 
ever liberal traditions that do exist; rather the entire j 
process should be seen as the result of economic and 
social tendencies which, operating quite unnoticed, 
hav^ in^effeit^f t the field of newsgalhering in the 
harids^ofjjrgrntWmonolithic organizations which have 
devoured all otber smaller groups in their path. 
SPECIAL ROLE 

To state that since there are only two newspapers 
in the field for the English-speaking of this city, they 
should take opposite sides of any issue in order that 
a full hearing might be obtained is rather naive. On 
the other hand, it is not far-fetched to demand of both 
of them that they bear in mind the function that they 
play in our society. 

Then again, the thought strikes us that we are 
being far too kind. Perhaps the. two papers under con- 
sideration are consciously and purposely slanting the 
news for political profit and economic gain. If this is 
the case, they both do not deserve, the appellation 
"newspaper" any longer but "hoiue^Mgan" of the 
Conservative Party.. They have thus' 'assumed the role 
of manipulators — an illegitimate function.

Taking the long-view, then, it is not inconceivable 
to foresee a situation whereby one party gains the sup- 
port of all the newspapers of this country and thereby 
takes power by manipulating whatever is left of 
"public" opinion and ruling unopposed.

Mr. President ; 

I. have just become aware of your 
letter dated yesterday.

dents and pupils of the province 
who by thousands benefit from them 
each' year, apart from the many stu- 
dent bursaries given at my asking 
by the many friends of the' Union 
Nationale, of the thousands of stu- 
dents and pupils who benefit from 
these government student bursaries 
of which the amount increases each, 
year by many millions of dollars.

While The Players Club Expéri- 
mentais, presented last evening at 
the . Union, contained material of 
varying quality, none of it, unfor- 
tunately,' of too high a libre, the 
evening itself must be regarded as 
an 'unqualified success, due to the 
excellent and stimulating discussion 
which followed. Great credit is due 
to whomever tliougiit up the idea 
of getting a panel of critics to sit in 
open forum and air . their views im- 
mediately after the performance; it 
was perhaps the finest part of the 
evening. 

Tlie panelists were Professors 
Louis Dudek and John Sommers of 
the English department. Norma 
Springford and Walter O'Hcarn, lite- 
rary critic of the Montreal Star, 
chairman. As chance or design 
would hi^ve it, they .were not of one 
mind, and were quite willing to talk. 
This in tUrn elicited some excellent 
audience participation, and made for 
a rather unique, and wholly exciting 
evening. The qualities of the dramas 
presented, curiously enough, must be 
regarded as of secondary import- 
ance; the evening was valuable as 
theatrical ' education' and participa- 
tion — the plays served as catalysts. 

The plays themselves, as has been 
said before, were of ■varying calibre. 
Tlie Glass Man, written by Beverly 
Rosen, tried to cram too much into 
too small a compass, and failed. Its 
theme, the idol with feet of clay 
who proved inadequate to a sixteen 
year old boy, is not really new or 
particularly important. Nc\'ertlieless, 
it is the best overall production of 
the lot. Ian Heron, who played Joe 
Bealy, gave a sound and at times 
thrilling performance, dragging 
what seemed to be the last ounce of 
vibrant characterization from his at 
times not too fruitful role. It was 
perhaps the best j'ob of acting in the 
play. Dan Baran, who played his son 
Johnny, took a little while to warm 
up, but once he did he played with 
genuine feeling and conviction.

It 
was not a play, really, it was simply 
a series of scenes having no cumu- 
lative, or enlarging function. The 
■ play was a variation of a myth, but 
the audience was not wholly en rap- 
port witli ilic production as the dra- 
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ma made no conscious .effort .to ex- 
plain its myth, i.e. — establish its 
values before it proceeded to create 
a drama upon them. The idea itself 
is not a particularly brilliant or 
arresting one. 

The acting was of a generally 
high standard. Michael Kinsman, 
who seems doomed this year to play 
middle-aged men on the stage, was 
sufficiently credible as Tristan, whi- 
le the rest of the cast filled in ad- 
mirably, notably Bill Armstrong and 
Judy Tarlo. 

The last play presented was Da- 
ryl nine's ~ The Minotauromachy, 
which proved the most controversial 
of the evening. While no one seem- 
ed to be able to pinpoint exactly 
the precise meaning of the play, 
many had the feeling that -they had 
been insulted. The central fcKaracter, 
half man and half bull, is both the 
sum total of all evil and Jesus 
Christ. The play is, on one' level, 
Mr. nine's version of the official 
. (biblical) death of Christ, set into 
another century and time.

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McGill Scientists 
Isolate Hormone

As a result of extensive endocrine research at the Allan Memorial 
Institute of Psychiatry, a major stride forward may be forthcoming 
in a better. understanding of endocrine, metabolic and neuropsychi- 
atrict'disorders and their treatment. This is due to the discovery of 
a possible new hormone.

CRF is a peptide com- 
posed of about eight or ten amino 
acids, produced in the hypothalamus 
and , transmitted, via blood vessels to 
thei.posteribr lobe of the pituitary 
glandr|;(héùrohypophysis) where it is 
stored. Called i' the^^gtm^ 
succMsful'r'attempU|wwan^!7^^ to 
prove that i ,CRF : controls the J release 
of the hormone ACTH (corticotro- 
.^pin) from the pituitary's. anterior lobe 
(adenohypophysis), where it in turn 
is transmitted through the bloodstream 
to the adrenal cortex, the endocrine 
gland responsible for adiusting the 
body metabolism to changes of tem- 
perature and other stress conditions. 
OTHER HORMONES 

■\l The brain produces other hormones, 
the release-rate of which may be de- 
termined by the amount of stress pre- 
sent, and the researchers feel that 
"neuropsychiatrie derangements have 
endocrine aspects worthy of investiga- 

. tion, because a brain that produces 
abnormalities in behaviour and per- 
ception may also be abnormal in 
terms - of its function as a secreting 
organ.' Progress in psychiatry is now 
handicapped by an incomplete knowl- 
edge of the function of the brain. and 
therefore all 'aspects, behavioral, in- 
tellectual, ^vclectrical and chemical, 
must bej^ffidjedj^with vigour";

laboratory where the work is done. 
Dr. Saffran demonstrated one method 
of "filter-paper chromatography" in 
which the chemical extracts of the 
pituitary gland are isolated and iden 
tified. The substance is placed on a 
starting point atop what looks like 
a large blotter. Then solvents are ap- 
plied, and the various compounds, 
depending on their solubility in the 
medium used, diffuse throughout the 
filter paper by capillarity. They can 
then be identified by location or colO' 
ration, much as a city can be located 
on a map.

ceiving his Ph.D. in honours ^bio- 
chemistry in 19<i9i He is now an As- 
sistant'Professor of Psychiatry at ^fC'

"Allan" in 1948. His three assistants 
are Miss Brigitte' Zimmerman, 
medical technician from Hamburg, 
Germany; Miss Pamela Ward, who 
received her B.Sc. from Sir George 
Williams College night school; and 
Guy Rochefort, who served as a cli- 
nical biochemist at Moncton General 
Hospital in New Brunswick after re- 
ceiving his B.Sc. in honours bio- 
chemistry at McGill in 1954, return- 
ing to take his M.Sc. in 1956, He 
hopes to take his Ph.D here this 
spring. 

As we left the "Allan" and its racks 
of complex, expensive apparatus.
